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Great Interest Manifest In 


~ City’s F inancial Affairs 


Well Attended Meeting to Receive Report. Committee is of the Opinion That the Tax 
Rate for 1923 is Unnecessarily High. Reasons Given for Arriving at that 
Conclusion. Should be Smaller Tax Rate for 1924 and Succeeding Years. 
Report is Discussed and a Committee of Twenty is Appointed to Make Fur- 


ther Investigations and Recommendations. 


A large number of citizens, espec- 
jally business men, assembled in the 
Angus Theatre on Thursday evening 
last to hear and consider the report 
of the committee appointed to investi- 
gate and make recommendations re- 
specting several matters affecting 
the city. F. B., Watson, who acted as 
chairman of the meeting, gave ‘the re- 
port of the committee, which, he said, 
had met several times, and had made 
investigations into the financial af- 
fairs of the city, with the view of mak- 
ing a report dealing chiefly with the 
following points: 


1. Can any relief be afforded to the 
ratepayers in respect of the tax levy 
of the current year, and 


2. Can anything be done to ensure 
a smaller tax rate for 1924 and sub- 
sequent years? 

Without making an exhaustive en- 
quiry into the details of the revenues 
and expenditures for 1923, the com- 
mittee can only deal generally with 
some of the principal points which af- 
fect the rate of taxation for 1923. An 
exhaustive inquiry could only be se- 
cured by the employment of an inde- 
pendent. accountant and such an in- 


appointment of the committee. 

From the information at the dis- 
posal of the committee it is of the 
opinion that the tax rate for 1923 is 
unnecessarily high and that a sub- 
stantially smaller tax rate could have 
been struck. The principal grounds 
on which the committee has arrived 
at that opinion are these: 

(1) The substantial surplus of 
Fifteen thousand six hundred and six- 
teen ($16,616.86) and eighty-six cents 
at the credit of the Electric Light de- 
partment on the 31st December, 1922, 
should have been transferred.to and 
formed part of the general funds of 
the corporation as provided for in the 
city charter. The committee under- 
stands that course was not followed 
and that the surplus has been held at 
the credit of the electric light depart- 
ment and has been partly used to pay 
capital expenditures for re placement 
of the lines throughout the city. In 
this connection it will be remembered 
that similar expenditures were made 
out of revenue in 1922 and previous 
years and that in 1922 the council bor- 
rowed $8,000 on debenture to repay 
these expenditures to the revenue ac- 
count of the electric light department. 

(2) The committee is ‘confident the 
sums allowed in the city’s estimates 
for this year as collectable from _ar- 
rears of taxes and from business tax, 
are understated and that in all prob-} 
ability $5,000 will be collected from' 
these sources beyond the sums allow- 
ed in the estimates. , 

(3) The committee understands , 
that the sums allowed in the estimates | 
for 1923 for expenditures are not like-, 
ly to be exceeded. 

(4) The committee is of opinion ; 
that the school board might hold an 
investigation into the cost to the rate- 
payers of the high school and ways 
and means might be devised to reduce 
such cost and also to obtain larger 
annual payments to the school board 
from the high school pupils from be- 
yond the city boundaries as their ed- 
ucation ig costing the board more 
than the board receives from these 
pupils. 

Dealing with the second point as to, 
whether anything can be done to en- 


sure a smaller tax rate for 1924 and: 


succeeding years, the committee re- 
ports as follows: 

1. On 8lst December, 1922, the city 
closed the financial year with a de- 


that no more properties are removed 
from the assessment roll because of 
non-payment of taxes. 


2. The committee notes that ac- 
cording to a recent statement issued 
on. behalf of the council 1691 lots 
and considerable acreage reverted to 
the city through the Tax Recovery act 
and it has considered whether any 
steps could be taken to prevent more 
lots being removed from the tax roll 
for non payment of taxes. Most of the 
lots which have been forfeited to the 
city are vacant lots. The committee 
believes that if vacant lots, that is to 
gay, un-built-on lots which may. be 
used for garden or raising crops, were 
assessed on a basis which would not 
involve payment of a yearly tax of 
more than a few dollars, the owners 
of such lots would be quite willing 
to pay the taxes and retain the lots. 
Under the present assessment vacant 
lots in the residential parts are as- 
sessed so high that with a high mill 
rate a taxpayer is involved in such 
a considerable annual payment ‘cf 
taxes for a vacant lot, that he would 
rather lose the property than pay the 
taxes, while if the annual tax pay- 
ment: were $4.00. or $5.00" he ‘would’ re- 
tain the property. There is no prac- 
tical difficulty in following out such 
a scheme and it would probably pre- 
vent any more lots being forfeited to 
the city for taxes, while at the same 
time the city would be getting some 
revenue from the lots. 


3. Another way in which the tax 
rate for 1924 and following years 
might be reduced is by having a new 
assessment made by an independent 
assessor under which properties in 
the city should be assessed as nearly 
as possible at their actual value. 

Under the city charter the maximum 
rate which can be levied zannot ex- 
ceed 45 mills exclusive of school rates 
and local improvemnt rates. We all 
know that the present assessment is 
far too high. It is probably twice too 
high. If that is so, and even if the 
maximum mill rate were imposed the 
taxes payable by individual ratepay- 
ers under a new and vreper assess- 
ment, would be substantially less 
than they are this year. It might be 


It will be seen therefore that the 
city has to ‘pay off in 1923 the sum of 
approximately $16,661.00 on account 
of the principal of the debenture debt 
(exclusive of electric light) and that 
that sum will gradually increase for 
the next six years, while, of course, 
the interest decreases. 


The committee is unable to say 
what the prospects are of obtaining 
a suspension of this annual payment 
80 as to relieve the taxpayers during 
the next few years. That is a matter 
which the council might take up with 
the bond holders if it saw fit, but all 
that the committee can do is to give 
to the ratepayers the information now 
stated, 

Some other points have occurred to 
the committee as worthy of consider- 
ation and among them are the follow- 
ing: 

1, Whether the payment of taxes 
should not be made in quarterly in- 
stalments instead of the present sys- 
tem. 

2, Whether the tax rate should not

that under such a scheme the revenue,on a basis as will not involve payment 


available from taxes on real estate 
would be insufficient to meet the 
whole of the annual payments raquir- 
ed from the corporation, and in that 
event the debenture holders would be 
the ones to suffer. 

The committee has given some con- 
sideration to the question whether any 
substantial benefit can be obtained 
by asking an extension of time for 
payment of the instalment of princi- 
pal on the city debentures and other 
city indebtedness. As the electric 
light department is a revenue bearing 
utility with a revenue sufficient to 
pay all annual charges, the committee 
considers that it would not be possi- 
ble to get the debenture holders of 
that department to consent to any ex- 
tension. There is a balance of ap- 
proximately $36,000.00 of an indebted- 
ness owing to the Imperial Bank of 
Canada upon which the city pays an- 
nually an installment of $5,181.70 of 
principal. Three annual instalments 
of that amount has been paid and a 
fourth instalment is payable this year 
and payments continue for another 
six years after 1923.

Don’t accumulate rubbish in pre- 
mises, cellars, or workshops. While 
awaiting removal, keep such material 
in covered metal-lined receptacles.

The first settlers of Maine found 
plenty of salmon both in the Kenne- 
bee and Penobscot rivers. During the 
spring and summer vast schools of 
them came up from the sea, The old 
old squire hag told me that in his 
young days he used to drive across 
country to the “Forks" of the Kenne- 
bee for a load of salmon which afford- 
ed the whole neighborhood a very 
agreeable change from the ordinary 
winter fair, A young neighbor, Jona- 
than Edwards, went with him. They 
hitched two stron glong-legged horses 
that they owned one ahead of the oth 
er, a thorough braced wagon with the 
sides boxed up so ag to hold eight to 
ten hundredweight of fish.

Their fishing outfit consisted 
of merely a four-pronged fork and a 
bushel basket. As the water of Sal- 
mon stream, a tributary of the Ken- 
nebec, fell in May, the pools at the 
foot of shallow rapids would be pack- 
ed with salmon that were unable to 
ascend the stream further. While 
Jock would enter the foot of a pool 
and beat about with a pole to keep 
the fish from escaping downstream 
Joe would wade into the water with 
a fork and throw the fish out on the 
bank. Though it sounds like a fish 
story, the old squire has told me that 
sometimes and at some pools he 
could throw out enough fish to fill the 
wagon in half an hour! 

While the salmon were running, 
bears were numerous at the Forks. 
All the bears of the surrounding wil- 
de-ness seemed to congregate there 
to feast off the fish. By stealing up 
quietly at any one of the pools, a 
hunter could easily get a shot at them. 
At that season, however, a bearskin 
was not worth much; nor was their 
flesh in favor so soon after they had 
left their winter dens. 

for six or seven consecutive years

required for the drive over to the 
Forks, and the same number was re- 
quired for the return.

New York Stores 
Depend on Papers 


Does advertising pay? The ques- 
tion is often. asked, not however, by 
the experienced advertiser. He al- 
ready knows that advertising pays. 

The recent strike of pressmen in 
New York afforded curious proof of 
this. The strike took place at the 
height of the bargain season. A 
dearth of woman shopperg was no- 
ticeable as soon as the strike got un- 
der way and kept the daily newspap- 
ers from buyers. 

The United Press interviewed de- 
partment. store heads and confirmed 
the fact that shopping decreased each 
day the city went without its papers. 

A visit to the larger departmental 
stores during the strike found them 
deserted. 

“The slump in shopping is caused 
by our inability to advertise in the 
newspapers,” asserted the executive 
of one of the largest of these stores. 
“The first day of the strike, business 
was not so bad—the impetus of the 
previous day’s advertising carried us 
over. Wednesday was worse. Today 
is awful. Friday and each succeeding 
day we cannot advertise, it will be 
even more noticeable.” 

One large store broke an ancient 
rule and filled its great show windows 
with signs inviting the passer-by with- 
in. At the door the customer was 
met with special sale cards and page 
newspaper advertisements, but print- 
ed in job shops. “This is the ad. we 
would have published today were it 
possible,” a legend at the top of the 
sheet read,

creator of business. What occurred 
during the New York newspaper 
strike has convinced retailers through-

ENGLISH FREIGHT 
SERVICE EXCELLENT 


Something can be learned even in 
this country of great railWay services, 
it would .seem, from the way- things 
are done by the transportation com- 


panies of England. A correspondent | 


of the Boston Transcript describes a 
form of freight service that has given 
excellent results and: is meeting with 
much favor among English business 
men, He first points out that dif- 
ferent expressions are used over there 
for the Englishman talks of ‘cartage’”’ 
dnstead of ‘trucking’ and both the 
shipper and receiver are called’ trad- 
ers, The “lorry” is a motor truck. The 
“van” is a horse drawn vehicle. Both 
the driver and the chauffeur are “car- 
men” The man who trundles a hand 
truck in a railway terminal is a “bar- 
rower.” ‘The carman who works in a 
specific cistrict may be called the 
‘soundsman,” not implying, however, 
any connection with the police fore, 
For the purpose of freight, or 
“goods,” collection, London is divided 
into districts. The carman who works 
in that district has hig list of regular 
traders. At the places of some of 
them he makes daily visits. .At others 
ha culls every other day,. or at inter- 
vals. The trader, in this case the 
shipper, can arrange visits.to suit the 
requirements of his business. The 
calls paid by the van or the lorry, as 
the case may be, are as regular as 
those of the postman. The gonds 
| shipped will be taken to the ‘goods 


tion of the terminal as to facilitate 
their prompt loading.and dispatch. 

But the London merchant need not 
be among the carman’s regular pat- 
rons, in. order to ontain prompt ser- 
vice. Enter the “cartage controller.” 
He is the presiding genius at the con- 
trol office, the central station of nu- 
merous call offices. These offices 
are in frequent communication with 
the roundsman on his rounds. Very 
often he can be reached to answer 
without delay the call from the verson 
who is not ordinarily a trader. If the 
district carman cannot be reached, 
there are “odd” men who may be 
pressed into service if occasion war- 
rants. 

In other words, the railway compan- 
ies, through their cartage companies, 
are doing work in the collection of 
goods for caryiage by rail similar to 
the work which is done in this country 
by the express companies, and it is 
work that is looked upon merely as a 
part of the routine of railway opera- 

jtion. And proceeding to the next 

chapter in the story, it will be seen 
that there is the same similarity 
when it comes to the distribution of 
goods, 

The cartage system is concerned 

principally with the handling of ‘mis- 
cellaneous goods,” or what in this 
'country would be termed by railway 
men “less than carload” freight. Pack- 
ages ordinarily weigh 300 pounds or 
less, each. So into a London terminal 
flows a vast variety of individual con- 
signments directed to many parts of 
the world’s greatest city. This multi- 
tude of packages is first divided with 
references to postal districts within 
the city. As the car is unloaded, a 
checker, furnished with an invoice, 
directs the barrower where to take the 
| packages. 

The British system, has been in ef- 
fect so long that the profession of the 
barrower is one in which men who 

‘entered it in their youth have left it 
to go on the pension list in their ex- 
treme old age. It is not entirely a 
misnomer to call it a profession. It 
requires no small degree of specializ- 
ed knowledge. The barrower becomes 
acquainted, by name at least, with a 
great number of London people. They 
yare his familiars. He knows where 
their goods should be placed without 
being told. Had Dickens or Thack- 
eray lived in these later days he might 
have found much material in the ob- 
servations of'a barfower. 

But what of the van loader? He 
also is the possessor of much special- 
ized knowledge. It is his task to 
load vans. He must do so in such a 
manner as to facilitate delivery. The 
roundsman cannot be expected to 
turn back upon his rounds because the 
van loader puts in the front of tine 
van a package that shoud have been 
at the rear. 

. The work of the actual delivery of 
the goods at the store door is natur- 
ally done chiefly in the °orenoon. Uis- 
tances are short in Dingle: he 
| goods trains come in during the night. 
; The barrowcr and the van loader are 
‘ on the job in the early morning. The

for the district. The apple crop 
for Kootenay and boundary dis- 
tricts will approximate 380,000 
boxes, ; 

A new high record of pro- 
duction was established by Cana- 
dian newsprint. mills during May 
with ~110,252 tons, an_ increase 
of nearly 10,000 tons over the month 
of April and 16,750 over May of 
last year. The daily production in 
May was 4,084 tons, the highest in 
the history of the Canadian indus- 
try. 


Following the .opening of the 
Banff-Windermere Motor Highway, 
Lieutenant Governor Nichol of 
British Columbia and Randolph 
Bruce were honored by the Koot- 
enay Indians who made them an 
honorary chief’.and full chieftain 
of their tribe respectively. The In- 
dian celebrations were hela at In- 
vermere in the beautiful Winder- 
mere Valley. 

Several new air stations are to be 
opened in Ontario and Quebec in 
the near future for the purpose of 
extending the forest area to be pa- 
trolled by airplanes. A base is to 
be established at Ramsay Lake near 
Sudbury, and from this point all 
Ontario work will radiate; opera- 
tions being carried on at Orient 
Bay, Remi Lake and at least -two 
other substations not yet announce, 


If the Canadian pre-war exports 
of flour are considered as 100, the 
Dominion’s average export total 
between 1921 and 1923 can be con- 
sidered as 207. Comparatively, 
pre-war exports of the United 
States being rated at 100, its pres- 
ent export is at the rate of 147, 
This indicates that Canada has 
more than doubled her export trade 
in flour while the United States 
has increased its trade by 47 per 
cent, Before the war Canada ex- 
ported 38,832,000 barrels, while at 
present her exports average 7,885,- 
000 barrels a year.— Journal of

Preparations are now being made to 
commence construction of the million 
dollar government storage elevator 
which is to be established at Edmon- 
ton, on the National Railway line. 

Some Good Corn Yields 

Alberta is reporting some _ good 
yields of corn this season, G. G. Scott, 
a farmer at Millet, reports that he 
seeded four acres with Red Dent and 
Gehu, and secured 16 tons of silage 
to the acre, and expects a yield of 
60 bushels to the acre from the corn. 
In the Taber district, on irrigated 
lands, a number of farmers have 
grown corn with much success this 
year, it is reported, 

One Crop Pays for Farm 

With low priced farm lands and 
heavy yields of grain, in Alberta this 
year, some farmers have been able 
to accomplish wonders in the way of 
financing their farms. Williams Bros. 
of Consort, purchased a farm in the 
fall of 1921, which they prepared for 
crop last year and seeded to wheat 
this year. They report that the crop 
they have taken off this year has 
paid the expenses and the purchase 
price of the land in addition, 

Fish from the North 

From the Lesser Slave Lake, north 
of Edmonton, this season, fifty cars 
of fish were shipped to various points 
in the U.S. 

Heavy Tourist Traffic 

Figures produced by J. Wardle, su- 
perintendent of Banff park, show that 
exceptionally heavy auto tourist traf- 
fic was recorded in the park this 
year. He states that up to Septem- 
ber 23, 8082 cars had visited the 
park, of which more than 2000 came 
from United States points. 

A total of 4520 cars passed over 
the new Banff-Windermere road dur- 
ing the season, carrying, it is esti- 
mated, more than 20,000 visitors, 
mostly from the United States. 


BANK OF MONTREAL 
FINAL CROP REPORT 


Despite lateness of the season, the 
yields reported must be considered as 
satisfactory in nearly all districts 
throughout the Dominion. The prair- 
fe provinces as a whole show increase 
in all kinds of grain as compared 
with last year. Estimates based upon 
Dominion bureau of statistics of acre- 
age give the yield of wheat as 445,- 
000,000 bushels as compared with 375,- 
194,000 bushels last year, and 560,187,; 
900 in tho banner year of 1915. The 
yield of wheat, oats and barley is 
placed at 950,930,000 bushels, an ih- 
crease compared with last year of no 
less than 232,464,000 bushels. Low 
grades in Manitoba are balaneed by 
high grades in Alberta, and so far 
80.4 per cent of the wheat inspected 
is of contract grade. Ontario srops 
generally are lower than the record- 
breaking crops of 1922, but returns 
are good. In Quebec the farmers have 
had a good year. In the Maritime 
provinces returns on the whole aver- 
age up well. In British Columbia re- 
turns generaily are better than last 


year. 

Prairie Provinces—Since August 5 
farmers have delivered 125,182,000 
bushels of new wheat as compared 
with 126,166,000 bushels for the cor- 
responding period last year when the 
harvest was earlier. Railways are 
handling grain expeditiously. Ship- 
ments from lake head since September 
1st, 33,363,000 bushels, Threshing in 
Manitoba practically completed; Sas- 
katchewan 75 per cent completed; Al- 
berta 50 per cent. Grades in Mani- 
toba disappointing, in Saskatchewan 
good, and in Alberta high.
